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SUBJECT: ROMANIAN MOD DEMARCHE TO DATT RE MIRCEA DEPECTIONS 

1 . ON 17 JULY, POREIGN LIAISON REQUESTED DATT TO MEET WITH 
MINISTER OP DEPENSE, GENERAL ION COMAN AT 1300 ON 19 JULY, 

SUBJECT NOT SPECIFIED. 

2. WHEN DATT ARRIVED AT MOD HE WAS MET BY GENERAL-LOCOTENENT 
MIRCEA MREJERU, SECRETARY OP THE CABINET, WHO EXPLAINED THAT 
GENERAL COMAN HAD BEEN UNEXPECTEDLY CALLED OUT OP TOWN. MREJERU 
STATED THAT GENERAL COMAN CONSIDERED THE MATTER OF SUCH IMPORTANCE 
THAT HE PERSONALLY HAD DESIRED TO DISCUSS THE MATTER WITH THE DATT, 
BUT UNDER THE CIRCUMSTANCES HE EMPOWERED MREJERU TO DO SO. ALSO 
PRESENT AT THE MEETING WERE TWO OPFICERS PROM FLO, COLONEL 
CONSTANTIN AND COMMANDER PADARARIU. 

3. MREJERU BEGAN THE MEETING WITH A REVIEW OP THE GOOD RELATIONS 
THAT HAD DEVELOPED BETWEEN THE US AND ROMANIA, INCLUDING THOSE IN 
THE MILITARY PIELD, AND HOW THE MIRCEA HAD MADE THE LONG VOYAGE 
TO THE US IN HONOR OP OUR BICENTENNIAL AND HAD RECEIVED SO MANY 
COURTESIES IN THE US DURING THE VISIT. HE THEN MENTIONED THE 
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CADET AND CREWMAN WHO "DISAPPEARED", AS HE PUT IT, IN NEW YORK. 
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HE STATED THAT SEVERAL DEMARCHES HAD BEEN MADE BY THE ROMANIAN 
EMBASSY IN WASHINGTON WITHOUT AVAIL. HE STATED THAT THE 
LEADERSHIP OE THE MINISTRY OF DEEENSE WAS "INDIGNANT " OVER 
THIS CHAIN OE EVENTS AND THE EAILURE OE A LARGE POWEREUL 
COUNTRY TO EIND THE MISSING SEAMEN. DATT RESPONDED THAT NEW YORK 
CITY HAS SEVEN AND A HALE MILLION PEOPLE AND EVEN A MASSIVE 
EEEORT TO LOCATE TWO UNKNOWN SEAMEN WOULD BE A DIFEICULT TASK. 

4. MREJERU STATED THAT THE CADET UNGUREANU WAS DUE TO MEET 
WITH ROMANIAN EMBASSY PERSONNEL ON 20 JULY IN NEW YORK CITY 
BUT THAT THE CREWMAN VASIU HAD REEUSED TO MEET WITH ROMANIANS. 
MREJERU STATED THAT GENERAL COMAN REQUESTED THAT THE DATT URGE 
THE US AUTHORITIES TO RETURN UNGUREANU AND CASIU TO THEIR 

SHIP. DATT STATED THAT HE SYMPATHIZED WITH THE POSITION OF 
THE MINISTER OE DEEENSE AND THAT THIS WAS AN UNFORTUNATE INCIDENT 
TO MAR AN OTHERWISE OUTSTANDING CRUISE AND VISIT. BY THE SAME 
TOKEN, THE DATT EXPLAINED THE US LAW REGARDING EORCEFUL, NON- 
VOLUNTARY REPATRIATION OR CONFRONTATION. 

5. MREJERU WENT ON TO ADVISE THAT HE HAD BEEN EMPOWERED TO SAY 
THAT IE THE TWO MEN ARE NOT RETURNED TO THE MIRCEA, THE MIRCEA 
WILL "PROBABLY" HAVE TO CURTAIL IT'S US VISIT AND RETURN TO 
ROMANIA. ALSO, THAT ADMIRAL SANDU WOULD HAVE TO CANCEL HIS 
VISIT TO THE CNO. DATT STATED THAT HE HOPED THAT THE MICREA COULD 
COMPLETE ITS VISIT AND THAT ADMIRAL SANDU COULD COMPLETE HIS CALL 
ON THE CNO. 

6. MREJERU PRACTICALLY PLEADED EOR THE RETURN OE VASIU AND 
UNGUREANU. HE STATED THAT THEY WERE SO YOUNG AND THAT THE MEMBERS 
ON THE MIRCEA FOR THIS VOYAGE HAD BEEN HANDPICKED. QUOTE WHAT 
COULD THEY HAVE BEEN PROMISED? UNQUOTE HE PLEADED. DATT REPLIED 
THAT HE DID NOT HAVE ANY DETAILS ON THE REASONS THE TWO MEN 
EAILED TO RETURN TO THEIR SHIP BUT IT WAS UNEAIR TO SPECULATE 

THAT ANYONE IN THE US WOULD PROMISE THEM ANYTHING OR WOULD HAVE ANY 
REASON OR MOTIVE EOR SO DOING. DATT CONCLUDED BY STATING HE WOULD 
PASS GENERAL COMAN'S REQUEST TO US AUTHORITIES IMMEDIATELY. 

7. COMMENT: THE MEETING WITH MREJERU WAS CORDIAL AND HE SEEMED 
ALMOST PAINED TO HAVE TO BRING THE MATTER UP. BUT IT APPEARS 
FROM THE LEVEL AND THE TONE OF THE REPRESENTATIONS MADE TO US 
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THAT IE THE MEN DO NOT RETURN TO THE MIRCEA, THE MIRCEA WILL 
PROBABLY TERMINATE IT'S US VISIT AND US/ROMANIAN MILITARY RELATIONS 
WILL SUEEER A SET BACK. SHOULD THIS OCCUR IT MAY WILL JEOPARDIZE 
THE SEPTEMBER VISIT OF THE USS YARNELL TO CONSTANTA, THE 
CIPLOMATIC CLEARNACE EOR WHICH WE ARE CURRENTLY AWAITING.
